MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTING 


In connection with the differences 
of opinion between the city secretary- 
treasurer and city auditor, which re- 
sulted in the engagement of an ex- 
pert accountant who is now going 
through the city books, the follow- 
ing from the Winnipeg Free Press 
may be of interest: 

“A pleasant feature of yesterday’s 
proceedings of the convention of the 
Union of Canadian Municipalities now 
being held at the City Hall was the 
reading of a paper on “Municipal Fi- 
nance and Accounting” by Hon. Louis 
Betz, the City Comptroller of St.

The ‘paper read by 
Mr. Betz was both interesting and 
valuable. While comprehensive, it 
was not cumbered with detail, and 
was practical from beginning to end. 
keeping to the hroad lines of prin- 
ciple which should govern the man- 
agement of municipal fimances and 
the annual presentation of municipal 
financial statements, so that the 
ratepayers may be enabled to under- 
stand what has been done with the 
taxes collected. 

“Mr. Betz spoke of having recent- 


ly received the annual report of the | 


Comptrolfer of New York, a volume 
as thick as Webster’s Dictionary, 
which, he ventured 
baker's dozen of New York’s taxpay- 
ers will read.
